Mr. Eisenhower said he re- 3 


gretted killing the measure, 
which involved projects in al- 
most every part of the country, 
but he added that many of the 
projects had not been ade- 
quately reviewed. 


The veto was considered an 
unusual action in an election 
year, since many members of 
Congress, including Republi- 
cans, had a personal interest in 
projects in their states or dis- 
tricts. 


In his veto stafement, 


Eisenhower said: 


“While the majority of the 
projects which this bill would 
authorize have been given 
adequate study and review with 
the executive branch and by 
the affected states, there are 
still a large number which have 
not been reviewed in accord- 
ance with the orderly pro-

Egypt tonight challenged Brit- | 
ain’s right to call international | 
talks to settle the future of the | 
Suez canal and charged that 
Prime Minister Eden was trying | 
to undermine President Gamal | 
Abdel Nasser in the eyes of the 
Egyptian people. 

The statement, issued by the 
Egyptian Embassy in London, 
emphasized that Nasser’s gov- 
ernment was determined to “up- 
hold the freedom of navigation 
through the Suez canal” at all 
times despite Egypt's nationali- 
zation of the canal July 26. 

The statement was viewed 
here as an official Egyptian in- 
dication Egypt will boycott the 
London conference fixed for 
Aug. 16 under American- 
British-French sponsorship. Pre- 
vious hints to this effect, had 
come from Cairo. 

The Egyptian statement took 
exception to Eden’s remarks 
Wednesday night in which he 
declared Britain's quarrel was 
not with the Egyptian people 
but with Nasser, whom he lik-

“In attempting to shroud the | 
issue,” the statement said, 
“there has been a new tendency 
to differentiate between Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser and 
the Egyptian people.

12 Hurt in Explosion in 
Boiler Room German 
Freighter in Delaware Bay, 


LEWES, Del., Aug. 10 (AP) 
—The Coast’ Guard said today 
10 men were killed in an ex- 
plosion on the German freighter 
Heidberg off Lewes at the 
mouth of Delaware bay. Twelve 
other seamen were reported 


The Coast Guard said the ex- 
plosion occurred in the engine 
room of the ship as it was head- 
ing into the bay. 

Coast Guard vessels from 
Lewes, Camp May, N.J., and 
New York, and several Coast 
Guard aircraft from New York 
sped to the scene, 

The first rescue vessel, an 
83-footer from Lewes, took off 
injured crewmen and headed 
back to Lewes, the Coast Guard 
said. 

The Heidberg is a 1595-ton 
vessel and is 462 feet long. 

The injured were taken to 
the Army dock at Fort Miles, 
in Lewis. 
| Free lance photographer Ray 
| Riniker said, “I rushed to the 
‘scene as soon as I heard the 
explosion. Some of the injured 
were badly burned. None of 
them could speak English and 
they were moaning.” 

Riniker said he could see the 
stricken vessel about two miles 
off the dock in the bay. There 
were no immediate signs of 
damage visible from the shore, 
he said, and no smoke was com- 
ing from the ship.

“Otherwise, you will degen- 
erate into talking to everybody 
about your pains and pills and 
income tax,” he said in a birth- 
day statement. He didn’t rec- 
ommend his own 12- to 14-hour 
day, but he did advise oldsters 
“not to retire from work or you 
will shrivel up into a nuisance 
to all mankind.” 

America needs their skills, he 
said. “I have no patience with 
laws that prevent retired per- 
sons with meager pensions from 
earning all they can. Their pro- 
ductivity is a contribution to 
national wealth and comfort.” 

Hoover declined to talk about 
politics at a pre-birthday press 
conference in his “presidential 
at the Mark Hopkins 
Hotel. He said he is saving 
that for a speech 10 days hence 
before the Republican national 
convention in San Francisco's 
Cow Palace, an appearance he 
said he was making only be- 
cause President Eisenhower de- 
manded it. 

Hoover said his speech would 
deal with the greatest problem 
facing America today, but did | 
not elaborate. 

He credited Mr. 
with having “done a tremen- 
dous amount to reduce tension” 
in the world. Because of re- 
duced tensions, Hoover said, 
propects of peace “are better 
now than they were four years 
ago.” 

The former President dis- 


about his World War I ac- 
tivities—Belgian relief, food ad- 
ministrator, European rehabil- 
itation — which include “the 
only activity in the American 
Government I know of that has 
not been investigated by Con- 
gress.” 

He expects to have the book 
finished within a year.

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EASTS RAILS ASK 
FORASPCT REIN 
PULLMAN FARES 


5 Pct. Coach Fare Boost 
Also Requested — 
High Cost of Service 
Cited, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP) 
—The New York Central, the 
Pennsylvania and other eastern 
railroads today asked the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission 
for authority to increase first- 
class passenger fares 45 per 
cent. 

The roads also gequested per- 
mission to boost coach fares 5 
per cent. 

A spokesman for the ICC said 
if the requested 45 per cent 
increase in first-class fares is 
granted, the rate for such 
travel would jump from the 
present 4.725 cents a mile to 
nearly 7 cents. 


Since 1936, when the rate for 
each mile of first-class travel 
on eastern railroads was 3 
cents, the ICC had permitted 
such fares to increase to 3.3 
cents in 1942, 3% cents in 
1947, 4 cents in 1948, 4% cents 
in 1949, and the present 4.725 
cents in May this year. ICC 
approval of applications usually 
take considerable time. 

The coach rate for eastern 
railroads is presently 3.544 
cents a mile. By contrast the 
comparable rate for southern 
and western roads is 2.8875 
cents and, for first-class travel, 
4.0425 cents. 

In confirming the long ex- 
pected action, the Central and 
Pennsylvania said in a joint 
statement: 

“We have found it impera- 
tive to take bold action to put 
our fare structure on a realistic 
basis. “By this we mean bring- 
ing it to a level at which the 
type of service offered by our 
railroads will reflect the costs 
of such service.” 

The statement was issued by 
Alfred E. Perlman and James 
M. Symes, presidents, respec- 
tively, of the Central and the 
Pennsylvania. 

Other roads joining in the ap- 
plication are the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, Lehigh Valley, Norfolk & 
Western, Pennsylvania-Reading 
Seashore Lines, Pittsburgh & 
Lake Erie, and the Reading Co. 

Lehigh Valley and Reading, 
the petition said, seek only an 
increase in their basic coach 
fares. 

No Action by Western Lines. 

In Chicago, spokesmen for 
the western lines said the 
carriers operating west of 
Chicago “have given no con- 
sideration” to possible fare 


sts. 

The statement by Perlman 
and Symes said the 45 per cent 
increase sought for first class 
fares “approximates our cost of 
operation, provided inflationary 
factors do not force costs too 
much higher.” 

“We had our hardest going” 
in the Pullman or luxury busi- 
ness, they said, adding the air- 
lines, too, have found, that 
luxury service is not an eco- 
nomical one for mass transpor- 
tation carriers “unless. the 
passenger is prepared to pay 
for it.” 

“If,” the two presidents said, 
“fares for the pullman service 
are not raised to the level of 
our costs, we necessarily will 
have to equalize some of the 
luxury class deficits by asking 
for greater increases on the 
coach or mass travel service.” 

The statement said that since 
World War II railroads “have 
poured millions of dollars into 


the development of their pas- said 


senger business ... in an ag- 
gressive attempt to. increase 
their share of the transporta- 
tion of the American public.” 

Byt, despite such action, 
costs of passenger service have 
increased “much faster than 
have revenues.” 

Industry ‘Threatened.’ 

The railroads joining in the 
application for higher fares 
have experienced deficits aver- 
aging more than $100,000,000 
a year, which “threaten the 
stability of the entire railroad 
industry—both the freight and 
passenger services,” the state- 
ment said. 

While awaiting authority to 
make the increases, the rail- 
roads said they will continue 
to seek relief from “punitive 
Government restrictions which 
require us to operate passenger

Sympathetic Statement.

a laconic impromptu statement 
that was full of his old “give 
‘em hell” technique against the 
Republicans but was markedly 
sympathetic toward the ideal of 
Democratic unity for this elec- 
tion year.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 

Recently there has been a renewal 
of interest in changing the date of 
Missouri's primary election from 
August to a more convenient and 
comfortable month. I am in accord 
with such a change. 

Several attempts have been made 
in the past to change the law toward 
this end. The latest try was at last 
year’s General Assembly when I in- 
troduced Senate Bill No. 146 to 
change the date of Missouri's pri- 
mary to June. 

I might note that I am not un- 
equivocably set on the month of 
June, but studies indicate it to be 
preferable to September. A Septem- 
ber date would delay party organi- 
zation to a point too close to the 
general election. 

Senate Bill 146, after a difficult 
battle, was barely passed out of the 
Senate Committee on Elections, but 
eventually met its death on the floor 
of the Senate. Delaying tactics and 
stumbling blocks from various quar- 
ters held the measure in check and 
I was unable to gather sufficient sup 
port for it before time ran out. 

I wish to add that the bill was 
co-sponsored and supported by St. 
Louis county’s Senator Crain and 
St. Louis city’s Senator Pentland.

This contrast between fact and principle is 
almost enough to make one agree with those 
philosophers of pluralism who assert that there 
are several kinds of reality. Without doubt, the 
President meant every word he said about the 
dangers of inflation and the need for checking 
it. The majority of those involved in price-rais- 
ing decisions agree with him. But not all. As Mr. 
Livingston said, some advances are “made on 
the assumption that the market can take them.” 
But everybody has an excuse. Everybody points 
the finger at somebody else. The employer points 
at the unions. And the employes point at their 
rising grocery bill. So the spiral goes higher and 
higher. 

Worst of all, so many of us believe it will keep 
on spinning because we want it to keep on spin- 
ning. The rise in stock prices is used as the jus- 
tification for a split or dividend increase, and 
these to justify still another rise. Increased 
personal income figures are cited to offset the 
losses caused by strikes and dislocations. Bus- 
iness will be good, we are told, because the peo- 
ple want to spend; and the people feel free to 
spend because business will continue to be good.

Hardly anybody, however, enjoys looking at the 
hard fact that much of this prosperity is based 
on credit; that the boom rolls along not merely 
because people are willing to spend but also be- 
cause they are willing to go into debt as never 
before. 

In June installment credit advanced $299,000,000 
to a new high of $28,900,000,000. Auto credit 
alone rose $201,000,000. 

Never mind looking at other debts and the in- 
terest to be paid on them. Do not ask how some 
people are going to pay what they already owe. 
They wall be in the stores for the Christmas 
rush, already seen as the best ever, and they 
will be lining up for the 1957 automobiles. 

All this suggests belief in some kind of eco- 
nomic magic. But it would be better to remem- 
ber that prosperity depends on productivity and 
purchasing power. And instead of disregarding 
the threats of inflation, eaused largely by over- 
extension of credit, it would be better to recall 
the President’s warning that at least some of 
us “cannot pay for what we are spending.” 
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| Timely Target 

The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey’s first re- 
port has been tentatively promised for Jan. 1, 
and a more timely target date could hardly have 
been chosen.

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Some Progress in Immigration 

Immigration Commissioner Joseph L. Swing 
proudly reports that more immigrants were 
admitted to the United States in the first six 
months of 1956 than in any similar period since 
1929. The number was 159,000, which indeed 
represents extra effort by the Government to 
step up immigration in view of past criticism 
of the program. 

Nevertheless, it should be noted that the 
Administration’s special Refugee Relief Act is 
still not working well—and that too was criti- 
cized for inequities and red tape when it was 
passed. Under this three-year program, some 
209,000 refugees were to be admitted to the 
United States by the end of this year. So far 
only half of these actually have come to the 
United States and little time is left. 

The United States, the traditional haven of 
the oppressed, was never better able to absorb 
immigration than it is today. But the total 
number of yearly immigrants is still a rebuke 
to the nation’s exclusive if not downright un- 
friendly immigration policy.

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Nearer the Suez Showdown 

No easy solution is in sight to the Suez canal 
crisis but despite exaggerated war talk there are 
favorable signs worthy of the fullest possible 
encouragement. One of these is certainly the 
new United States proposal for control of Suez 
by an international agency giving Egypt a rea- 
sonable income from the canal. 

It can also be taken as a favorable sign that 
the Eisenhower Administration will attempt to 
make this an issue on which the United States 
will present a bipartisan stand to the world. To 
this end, the President has invited Democratic 
as well as Republican congressional leaders to 
meet with him at the White House Sunday after- 
noon for a thorough briefing session. 


The Democratic convention opens the next day 
and all the leading Democrats will have party 
work to do in Chicago. But Senate Majority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson, Speaker Rayburn and 
Foreign Relations Chairman George all quickly 
accepted the President's invitation. Their Repub- 
lican counterparts are also invited and of course 
will be present. 

Hopeful, too, is the pews from London that the 
Soviet Union has agreed to join the Suef con- 
ference that opens next Thursday in the British 
capital. Unfortunately the Kremlin couples its 
acceptance with a statement that Egyptian 
President Nasser’s seizure is lawful and that 
the London conference, as proposed, is not com- 
petent to settle the controversy. Yet a qualified 
acceptance by the Soviets is far better than out- 
right refusal to attend. 

The President’s attitude of conciliation and 
international adjustment, along with a determi- 
nation not to be pushed around, is precisely 
the right approach. This is a matter for the dip- 
lomats to work out around the international] con- 
ference table. After the tragic experience of 
Korea, Nasser. would be foolhardy to start up a 
shooting war however limited. Fortunately there 
are some indications that he realizes just this.

A Wasted Advantage 

St. Louis county’s first real mass introduction 
to the voting machine occurred in Tuesday's 
primary. Some voters had last-minute waits 
which indicated that the county could use even 
more of these machines. Some candidates pro- 
tested that listing their names in the second 
column on the face of the machines cost them 
votes, but state law requires listings in the order 
in which candidates file for the race. 

Voting machines obviously raise new prob- 
lems, but in general the experience of the county 
bears out the expectation of easier balloting 
and a faster, more accurate count. Missouri 
could use more voting machines. 

At the same time, it myst have struck county 
voters as ridiculous to have to tell an election 
clerk which ballot they wanted—Republi or 
Democratic—when all candidates were listed on 
the face of the voting machine. Here was a point- 
less invasion of their right to a secret ballot. But 
the statement of party preference is required 
under Missouri's outmoded primary laws. 

Voting machines offer the advantage of the 
blanket ballot, which lists all parties so a voter 
can keep his preference to himself. But the next 
Legislature will have to change the law before 
Missourians gain that advantage. 
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Red China and Burma’s Border 

Red China’s protestations over Peiping radio 
to the effect that the recent Communist incur- 
sions across the Burmése border are entirely 
harmless are open to grave suspicion. 

The gist of the Peiping argument is that 
Burma is an old friend whose welfare China 
has at heart and if nobody gets excited over the 
Red troops in Burma everything will be worked 
out amicably in negotiations now being carried 
on as a result of Rangoon’s protests. At the 
very same time, Peiping is itself casting doubt on 


this advice to little Burma. 


For its broadcasts have pointed out that the 
wild northern border between Burma and China 
has always been “undefined.” They also have re- 
ferred to “the undefined southern zone of the 
Sino-Burmese border.”. And in this territory, 
Chinese troops are well entrenched. Does their 
presence in this area upon which the Peiping 
radio has been harping mean that they are going 
to lay down the line of demarcation? 

It is true that this border has long been very 
poorly defined and that Chinese Nationalist 
treops used to stray across it before, Chiang 
Kabshek was unseated, but according to Ran- 
goon the Chinese Reds have lately shown an 
activity that alarms all Burma officials. 

Since last ‘July 30 the numbers of Chinese 
invaders have increased from 500 te 1400 with 
many more thought to be in the area. And roads 
are being built in Yunnan province that lead to 
the entrenched positions. 

Burma has moved 2000 of its troops into lines 
close to the Red positions with orders to resist 
any Chinese efforts to encroach farther. But 
the Burmese army would have no more chance 
against the Chinese army than a jack rabbit 
would have against a tiger. Burma's best re- 
course would seem to be an appeal to the United 
Nations. Even Red China, after her indorsement 
at Bandung of integrity for small nations, might 
not care to be held up to the world as a violator 
of such principles.

By this time, eleven years after the 
end of World War II, navigators should 
have no illusions as to any mystical 
powers possessed by radar. Radar can- 
not avoid collision—it can only supply 
information which can help the navi- 
gator avoid collision.

There can be no place for second 
guesses when two ships are on a colli- 
sion course at full speed in the fog. 
It is no time for the navigator to be 
speculating as to the meaning ‘of the 
radarscope information. While he is 
interpreting this information there can 
be only one way to navigate and. that 
is “to navigate with caution” in accord- 
ance with Rule 16. 

While radar does alert the navigator 
to the presence of another vessel for- 
ward of her beam, and does ascertain 
the position, one observation does rot 
inform the navigator as to the other 
vessel's course or speed. It is true that 
a plot developed from radar will give 
the course and speed. Such a plot, 
however, requires several “pip” obser- 
vations.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10— 
Arthur Holly Compton and 
Charles Allen Thomas of St. 
Louis were named by President 
Eisenhower yesterday as mem- 
bers of a committee of dis- 
tinguished Americans to pro- 
mote the President's idea of a 
Government award for out- 
standing citizens. 

Compton is distinguished 
service professor of natural 
philosophy at Washington Uni- 
versity. Thgmas is president of 
Monsanto Chemical Co. 

Head of the new committee; 
which has a total membership 
of 15, is President Harold W. 
Dodds of Princeton University. 
Leonard .Carmichael, secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, 
willServe as secretary. 

In the President’s 1955 State 
of the Union address, Mr. 
Eisenhower proposed that Con- 
gress authorize awards of merit 
for “our fellow citizens who 
make great contributions to the 
advancement of our civilization 
and this country.” 

These awards would be given, 


the President said, “to encour- 
age artistic endeavor, culture 
and appreciation.” Hearings on 
possible legislation were held 
by a House committee. Con- 
gress took no action on the 
matter before it adjourned. 

Recommendations for future 
Congressional action are to be 
made by the new committee 
after it studies the proposal 
anew, the White House said. 

Compton, a Nobel prize 
winner in physics in 1927, be- 
came distinguished service pro- 
fessor in 1953 after serving 
Washington University as Chan- 
cellor since 1945. Thomas, 
winner of numerous awards in 
chemical research, served as 
deputy chief of the National De- 
fense Research Committee in 
World War II.

Hot Weather 


By Edith M. Barber 


ANY housekeepers like to 
Mp and prepare a special 

dessert to serve with the 
simple, easy-to-get-ready sup- 
per used so often in hot 
weather. Even on a warm night, 
we like to have some warm ac- 
cessory. 

For this, we sometimes choose 
a package of brown-and-serve 
rolls or French bread that 
needs but a short time in the 
oven to finish baking. The des- 
sert can often be prepared in 
the morning and allowed to 
chill or freeze in the refrigera- 
tor. Gelatine—perhaps it would 
be better to call it the setting 
agent—is used as the thicken- 
ing in a cool dessert. 


A vanilla flavored pudding 
is often chosen and varied from 
time to time with a fruit or 
chocolate sauce, of perhaps 
topped with crushed peanut 
brittle or with crushed pepper- 
mint stick candy. The mixture 
may be placed in one large 
mold that can be turned out be- 
fore serving, or may be poured 
into sherbet glasses for indivi- 
dual servings. 


Frozen Trifle Trio. 

IngredienfS: One and one- 
half cups cottage cheese, one 
and one-half cups vanilla ice 
cream, softened; one-half tea- 
spoon lemon extract, one cup 
canned crushed pineapple, well 
drained. 


Combine cottage cheese and 
ice cream. Fold in lemon ex- 
tract and pineapple. Freeze un- 
til a Remove to body of 
refrigerator until ready to 
serve. Yield: eight servings. 
Peanut Brittle Spanish Cream, 

One envelope unflavored gel- 
atine, one-fourth cup cold milk, 
one-fourth cup sugar, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, two egg 
yolks, one and three-fourths 
cups hot milk, one teaspoon va- 
nilla extract, one-half cup finely 
crushed peanut brittle, one ta- 
blespoon sugar, two egg whites, 
stiffly beaten.

Combine one-fourth cup sugar, 
salt and egg yolks in top of 
double boiler. Gradually add 
hot milk,: stirring constantly. 
Cook over hot water until mix- 
ture coats a metal spoon. Re- 
move from heat and stir in 
softened gelatine. Add vanilla 


extract and crushed peanut 
brittle. Add one tablespoon 
sugar to stiffly beaten egg 


whites. Blend well and add to 
peanut brittle mixture. Pour 
into greased one-quart mold or 
six sherbet glasses. Chill and 
unmold on serving plate. Top 
with whipped cream and 
crushed peanut brittle, if de- 
sired. Yield: six servings.

Z that competent worker who made “The 

= Country Girl” and “The Bridges at Toko- 
Ri,” this doesn’t gloss over any detail in 
its appraisal of the affair of a war widow 
who has joined the Red Cross at New 
Caledopia in the South Pacific to be near 
the grave of her husband, a lieutenant, 
who was killed on Guadalcanal, and a harsh, ruthless 
Marine lieutenant-colonel, who believes in any ends to a 
means in taking what he can. 

Deborah Kerr is the sensitive woman of breeding who 
is living off a memory. She instinctively dislikes the tough 
Marine officer, who has nothing but contempt for the Red 
Cross women — and incidentally, his own chaplain — 
as softening influences on his men of a raider bat- 
talion when they arrive back at the base from a campaign. 
William Holden, with the aid of a black mustache and 
darkened cropped hair, plays this flinty soldier with acid 
realism, and in decided contrast to his usual genial per- 
sonality. Col. Colin Black is a half-Indian who fought 
his way up from the ranks; his business is killing the 
enemy and that’s the way he has trained his men. Any 
civilizing influence is a detriment to their job. 

He regards the beautiful] widow as fair game. He is 
utterly without scruples in his campaign. Even though 
she dislikes him, he forms a companionship with her by 
pretending he knew her husband well, and making discuss- 
ing the husband an excuse for dinners and drives. Col. 
Black’s elemental ruthlessness shakes her, and when he 
proposes marriage, she succumbs. 

She becomes acquainted with two unpleasant facts at 
about the same time—she has become pregnant, and he 
already has a wife in Baltimore, The scene when he 
attempts to laugh it all off as a gay affair, her bitter fury 
and hate, her suicide attempt by jumping off a cliff, and 
her miscarriage as a result of their struggle, make a pow- 
erful sequence. There follows an ironically astringent 
scene at her husband’s grave. The Marine non-com in 
attendance at the cemetery, not knowing her, explains that 
he knew the dead officer well, having been his messenger, 
and in his opinion, the lieutenant’s wife had smothered him 
with domination and had never really loved him. But the 
lieutenant would never say a word against her; he had 
the quality of forgiveness. 

There is the implication in the end, when Col. Black 
arrives, back from a campaign shot in the head and able 
to mutter nothing but “Forgive, forgive,” that she will find 
it in her heart to do so. This ending isn’t rigged, nor is 
it an attempt merely to sweeten a sordid situation, but, I 
think, follows logically. It’s a forceful drama, with an 
honesty that probably was harder to achieve because our 
Marine hero isn’t a pretty character.

It looks like a good facsimile 
of New Caledonia in war time.

HERE are 44,000,000 acres 
T of land in Missouri, and 

more than a third of it, or 
15,200,000. acres to be exact, is 
covered with some type of tree 
or trees and brush. 

Missouri has as wide a variety 
of trees as any state in the 
Union and more than most. 
There are 127 different kinds, 
including 20 species of oak 
trees alone, such as the black 
oak, burr oak, pin oak, red 
oak, water oak and white oak. 
There are ash, beech, birch and 
buckeye; catalpas, cedars, chin- 
quapins and corkwood; elms, 
hackberries, haws and hickory; 
holly, locust, maple and nanny- 
berry; pawpaw, persimmon, 
thunderwood and wahoo, just to 
name some of them. 

These millions of acres of 
forest are an important basic 
resource of the state. More 
than 500,000,000 board feet of 
lumber are sold from Missouri 
forests each year. Thousands of 
families depend on the forest 
for their income. 

Forests also provide food and 
shelter for wildlife, help pre- 
vent floods, control the flow 
of mountain streams and pro- 
vide.a place of recreation for 
thousands of tourists. 

The No. 1 enemy of the for- 
est, of course, is fire. Since 
1938, when the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission started 
its Forestry Division, there 
have been 29,924 forest fires in 
Missouri. These fires burned a 
total of 1,318,774 acres. How 
much money went up in smoke 
is hard to estimate. 

The No. 1 job of the Forestry 
Division of the Conservation 
Commission is forest protec- 
tion. Of the more than 15,000,- 
000 acres of woodland, 13,000- 
000 need protection. The rest 
is in farm woodlots which the 
owners can protect. The Fed- 
eral Government protects 
2,000,000 acres, which leaves 
11,000,000 for the state. At the 
present time the state protec- 
tion is covering about 8,000,000 
acres. Although the state is ex- 
panding its facilities as fast as 
funds will allow, there are still 
some 3,000,000 acres where 
wildfires run unchecked until 
the rain, or a river or some 
other natural barrier stops them. 

The wooded section of Mis- 
souri, which, roughly, is most of 
the southern half of the state, 
is divided into 10 fire pretection 
districts. In charge of each dis- 
trict is a district forester and 
his assistant. Their responsibili- 
ty is the whole district, and dis- 
tricts range in size from 500,000 
to 1,250,000 acres. Next in line 
are forest assistants, who are in 
charge of part of a district, and 
the last men down the line are 
the towermen. 
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HEY are the men who man 
the state’s 85 towers, scat- 
tered through the districts. 
They are the men who scan the 
horizon day in and day out, 
watching for a sign of smoke, 
and who, when a blaze breaks 
out, lead the fight against fire. 
Many of these men live in re- 
mote sections deep within the 
forests and they lead lonely 
lives. Typical of such tower- 
men is John Holt, an old woods- 
man, tie hacker and coyote 
hunter, who ans the tower 

at Stegall Mountain. 

You take a black top road out 
of Eminence, which is 173 miles 
south of St. Louis, in Shannon 
county, and after about eight 
miles you turn off on a gravel 
road which runs through deep 
shaded forest. Five miles of 
this and you turn off on a 
narrower gravel road which 
winds through the hills with 
trees rising on either side. Then 
after another five miles or so, 
you round a curve, climb a long 
hill, and you find yourself at the 
summit of Stegall Mountain 
which commands a view of the 
surrounding countryside. On a 
clear day a man can see 30 
miles. And on the top is Stegall 
lookout tower, which rises an- 
other 40 feet above the summit. 

Near the’ tower is a neat 
white cottage, a garage, a barn 
and several outbuildings, all 
painted white and reflecting the 
late morning sun. 

John Holt came out to greet 
us, and allowed he was right 
glad to see us. He was dressed 
in khaki trousers, a shirt open 
at the neck and a snap brim 
hat. He is 51 years old and his 
hair is gray, but he is lean and 
tanned and muscular. He is 
also a quiet, slow talking man 
as men often are’ who spend 
their lives close to nature. 

.He’s been with the Conserva- 
tion Commission 11 years. “But 
I've spent my life in the tim- 
ber,” he points out. His wife 
and his two youngest boys, 
Ronnie, 10, and Doyle, 16, were 


out picking wild blackberries,” 


and in the meantime, he said, 
he would show us the tower and 
tell us what he does. He has an 
older son in the Air Force and 
a daughter away at school. 

On top of the tower is a 
small room, in the center of 


which is an instrument known 
as a- fire finder. It’s a fiat, 
movable disc, with an upright 
frame on one side which frames 
a couple of fine wires which 
cross in the center. Opposite 
the frame is another upright 
piece with a fine slot to sight 
through. 

If you see smoke, Holt ex- 
plained, ands you know how to 
use the instrument, you can 
get a compass reading which 
gives you the direction of the 
fire, and an estimate of how far 
away it is. 

Above the fire finder is a 
two-way radio, through which 
Holt can talk to the nearest 
tower, or to the district for- 
ester. Holt uses the fire finder 
for direction, but he has spent 
so many years in this part of 
the country, he explains, he can 
tell without looking just about 
how far away a fire is. 

“I know this country,” he 
says, “and I’ve got landmarks 
of my own in every direction 
to go by. I can tell ‘em just 
about exactly where a fire is if 
I can see it.” 

When Holt spots smoke or 
fire, he gets in touch with other 
towers in that general direc- 
tion, and between them they 
pinpoint it. Then towermen or 
foresters who are nearest to 
it, head for the spot. 

When we left the tower, Holt 
carefully closed the windows, 
to protect the instruments from 
rain, and locked the door. He 
is required, he explained as 
we sat on the grass under a 
tree, to climb the tower and 
scan the horizon at least once 
an hour during daylight in or- 
dinary seasons. During the fire 
seasons, which are spring and 
fall, he often stays on the 
tower for 12 or more hours at 
a stretch, and sometimes, if its 
an unusually dry season, they 
send him an extra man and they 
keep a vigil around the clock.

S we talked, old July, a 
A taney dog which Holt rather 

generously described as a 
fox hound, came sniffing around 
and sat down in the shade. 

“He’s a pretty good dog for 
foxes’ and coons,” Holt said. 

Holt was born on a farm not 
far from Stegall Mountain, and 
his father before him worked 
in the timber. Holt grew up 
cutting railroad ties and stove 
bolts. 

“Ties used to be all hand 
hewed,” he explained. “You 
would start with a log eight 
feet long, and you'd hew it 


square, six inches by eight 
inches, with a broad ax. 
When I first started it took 


me an hour to make one, but 
I got to where I could turn out 
one every 30 minutes. When 
I wasn’t hewing ties I made 
stave bolts. You take a block 


and you 
split it into four ‘pieces. You 
ean do about 250 a day. It’s 
real hard work.” 

Holt knew some of the em- 
ployes of the Forestry Division, 
and when they established the 
Stegall Mountain tower, they 
asked him if he would like to 
go to work for them. 

“I always worked in timber, 
and they knew I know timber,” 
he explained. 

When Holt climbs the tower

and takes a look around, 
through long practice he can 
spot a spiral of smoke that 
most people would miss. When 
he makes his hourly inspection, 
he has to make contact’ with 
Ellington, which is the head- 
quarters of Deer Run District, 
and report in. 


“Sometimes when it’s dry and 
windy, I just stay up there all 
the time,” he explained, “and 
if it’s during a hazardous spell, 
with a lot of fires preaking out, 
they send me a man and we 
watch 24 hours a day.” 

They are not allowed to take 
a book or a magazine, or even 
a radio to the tower, and “it can 
get pretty monotonous,” he ad- 
mits. 


In fact, the life of the Holt 
family isn’t exactly geared to 
a high pace. The state fur- 
nishes the cottage, which has 
four rooms. The cottage is 
fairly new, clean and bright. 
Holt himself built the two-car 
garage, the barn and the out- 
buildings with material fur- 
nished by the Commission. The 
Commission furnishes the 
house, a jeep and a truck, and 
pays him $2340 a year. 


There is no electricity, so the 
Holts have no television with 
which to while away the time. 
They have a battery radio, a 
gasoline stove to supplement 
the old-fashioned kitchen range, 
and an icebox that runs on kero- 
sene. They raise some things 
in a small garden, and once a 
week they travel into Eminence 
or Winona for supplies. 

As at all lookout towers in 
state, visitors are welcome. But 
Stegall Mountain is remote and 
not easy to get to, nor does it 
have much to offer except the 
view, so the Holts don’t get 
many visitors. Their nearest 
neighbor is Kenneth Sadler, a 
field biologist for the Conser- 
vation Commission, who is 
working with wild turkeys on 
the Peck Ranch Wildlife Area 
some six miles to the south. 

Holt’s job is to keep an eye 
on an area that runs eight miles 
east and west and 12 miles 
north and south. The minute 
he sees signs of a fire he has 
to make a record of it, and then 
make contact with other towers 
in that direction. 

As soon as he has made con- 
tact by radio, he jumps in his 
jeep, which is equipped with 
broom rakes and a back-pack 
pump and takes off for the 
spot. Fortunately, most fires 
are of the type known.as sur- 
face fires, which run over the 
forest floor, burning the leaves, 
litter and small vegetation. 

Holt will be met at the scene 
of the fire by other towermen, 
and most of the time they can 
put the fire out with water 
from the back-pack pumps. If 
the fire is too big for that, 
they go to work with the 
rakes, ahead of the fire. The 
rakes are similar to the broom 
rakes you use on your lawn, ex- 
cept they are bigger and 
stronger. The fire fighters 
clear a long line, some four 
feet wide, across the path of 
the advancing fire. When the 
fire reaches the cleared area, 
it dies out. 

If the fire is more than they 
ean handle with _rakes and 
pumps, they send word to the 
district headquarters for larger

OLT can get just about any- 

where he wants to go with 

his jeep, which he has only 
had a couple of years. Before 
that the towermen had pick-up 
trucks, which had to follow the 
roads. Then the fire fighters 
would have to climb over hills 
and valleys on foot to reach 
the fire. 

“But with that jeep,” Holt 
grinned, “we just ride them 
saplin’s down, and go right on 
through.” The jeep is also 
equipped with a_ short-wave. 
two-way radio, so that they can 
keep in touch with headquarters 
at all times while fighting a 
fire. 

As we sat talking in the front 
yard, a truck came up the hill.

said she would rustle us up 
something to eat, if we would 
sit a few minutes. 

Pretty soon she called us in- 
to the kitchen and apologized 
for a meal she said she just 
threw together, and which con- 
sisted of homemade sausage 
and gravy, mashéd potatoes, cole 
slaw, green beans, both hot bis- 
cuits and hot corn bread with 
country butter and new honey 
to go with them, deviled eggs, 
and home-canned peaches with 
cream. 


The No. 1 villain in the forest 
fire picture, John explained as 
we ate, is the old practice of 
burning off the land. The Con- 
servation Commission has been 
trying for nearly 20 years to 
teach farmers the fallacy of 
this practice, but some of them 
are hard to convinee. Their 
fathers, and their grandfathers, 
taught them that burning off 
the undergrowth killed the in- 
sects and enriched the sodil. 

As a matter of fact, John ex- 
plains, it does just the opposite. 
It kills all the seedling trees 
which would make the next 
timber crop. It destroys the lay- 
er of humus composed of decay- 
ing leaves and twigs and bark 


of destroying insects, it en- 
courages them. 


Yet year after year some 
farmers keep burning off the 
land. In a high wind and in dry 
seasons, the fires often get out 
of control. 


“T've seen fires raging through 
the timber with flames 60 feet 
in the air,” John says, “started 
Po agg farmer burning off a 
field.” 


Slightly more than half the 
forest fires in the state are 
started this way.

HE next biggest cause is the 

incendiary burner, who is 

something of a mystery. 
He sets fires maliciously on 
land not his own. 
* “Sometimes,” John says, “it’s 
to get even with someone, some- 
times it just looks like pure 
devilment. 

“One day 1 was watching from 
the tower and I saw a string of 
fires start up in a long row cov- 
ering a e or so. I got in 
touch with the other towers and 
we beat it over there and some- 
one had run along with a torch 
and set fires every so often. A 
couple of fellows saw us coming 
and ran away. We caught one 
of them, but he claimed he 
didn’t know anything about it. 
There was no way to prove it so 
there wasn’t much we could do. 
But it goes on all the time.” 

It is estimated that about 37 
per cent of the fires are started 
that way. 


Then the figure drops down 
to 6 per cent caused by careless 
smokers and 2 per cent caused 
by careless campers. A few fires 
are started by sparks from loco- 
motives, lumbering operations 
and lightning. 


John brought out a forestry 
booklet put out by the Con- 
servation Commission which 
showed that in 1899, some 750,- 
000,000 board feet of lumber 
were harvested in Missouri. By 
1938 it had dropped to 59,000,- 
000 board feet. This was caused 
by over cutting of the forests, 
and by uncontrolled forest fires 
which burned up millions of 
acres, 


Since the forestry program 
was started in 1938, production 
has climbed back to more than 
500,000,000 board feet. But while 
this looks. goods, it is far from 
the potential. Forestry experts 
estimate that with proper man- 
agement and proper protection, 
the forests of Missouri could 
easily produce two and one-half 
billion board feet of lumber 
every year. 

It was time for Holt to climb 
the tower again, so we said 
goodby. 

“One thing about it, it’s quiet 
out here,” he said, as we shook 
hands, “and nothin’ bothers you. 
But it gets lonely. It’s real good 
to sit and talk to somebody for 
a change.”

New Actress From Moscow 


LONDON. 

LOVELY former Russian 

ballerina, who was once ex- 

iled to Siberia for being in 
love with an American news- 
paper man and who had to wait 
for Stalin’s death to get per- 
mission to leave Russia, has 
been given a role in an Amer- 
ican picture now being filmed 
in London, Her daring romance 
with an American is as exciting 
as any movie. 

For 11 years Tamara Gilmore 
tried to get permission to leave 
her native Russia with her hus- 
band, Eddy, then chief of the 
Associated Press bureau in 
Moscow, but it wasn’t until the 
death of Stalin in 1953 that she 
was permitted to go. 

Now living in London, where 
her husband has been assigned 
by the Associated Press, she is 
resuming a stage career which 
began in Moscow’s famed Bol- 
shoi theater. She has been 
signed for a role in the Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox film, “Anas- 
tasia”—the role of a White Rus- 
sian refugee.

THE $3,500,000 Buddy Adler 
production, which stars Ingrid 
Bergman, Yul Brynner and 
Helen Hayes, and is directed by 
Anatole Litvak, tells the story 
of the woman who claims to. be 
the Princess Anastasia, daugh- 
ter of Russia’s last czar, and 
Tamara plays the part of one 
of the former friends of the 
imperial household, living in 
exile in Paris in 1928, who is 
called on to identify the prin- 
cess. 


Tamara was accepted at the 
age of 8 as a student at the 
Bolshoi Theater ballet school in 
her home town of Moscow and 
went on to become one of the 
theater’s top ballerinas. 

It was while she was appear- 
ing on the stage there that she 
met Gilmore. This was in 1942.
